MAYOR ROCHE’S SCHEME. 


HE HAS HIS IDEAS IN REGARD TO 
THE DRAINAGE PROBLEM. 


Objections to the Hurd Bill—No One Want 
Our Water Supply Turned Over to a 
Commission Nor a New Debt-Creating 
Power Established —How the Mayor 
Would Dispose of the Flood-Waters— 
$25,000,000 Too Much to Spend—Other 
Interviews. 
or Roche was closeted yesterday after- 
noon with Engineer Hering and ex-Corpora- 
tion Counsel Winston discussing the drain- 
age problem. Mayor Paige of Joliet and En- 
gineer Whitley of the same town were pres- 
ent part of the time. After the conference 


| the Mayor said in reference to the gratuitous 


suggestions of the promoters of the Hurd bill 
that he was in favor of their scheme: “I gave 
the gentlemen who came to see me about the 
matter distinctly to understand that I was 
not in favor of any scheme. I have not had 
sufficient time to study the question with 
that thoroughness that would warrant my 
expressing a definit opinion. Some salient 
features of the Hurd scheme, as it has been 
described in the daily papers, however, 
struck me as being very objectionable. I 
thought that it would not be a wise thing, 
for instance, to‘turn over the plant. of our 
water system to the control of any commis- 
sion appointed at Springfield or elsewhere. 
I felt that the people ot this city would seri- 
ously and strenuously object to any such ac- 
tion, and I told Mr. Hurd so. He said he would 
endeavor to meet my oljections by providing 


that the supply of water to citizens should be 


absolutely under control of the municipal 
authorities, while the wholesale supply to the 
different pumping stations might be con- 
trolled by the commission. I was not entire- 
ly satisfied with the amendatory proposal, 
and did not in any way signify acceptance of 
it. Mr. Hurd told me he would go as far as 
possible to meet my views further. I have 
not read the amendments he offered at 
Springtield yesterday, and do not know how 
far they go towards. the fulfiliment of nis 
promises, but if on examination they do not 
come up to my ideas of what is fair 1 will say 
so. I also objected to the enormous cost of 
the proposed work as estimated by —＋ a 
re of the Hurd bill. I think that $25,000,- 
is toomuch money to spend fora drain- 
age scheme. I don’t believe there is an: 
necessity for such an expenditure. The week 
could be made to — gradually in my 
opinion. We might be able to obtain relief in 
a few years by the expenditure of a couple of 
million dollars, the work to be accomplished 
by that amount being a preliminary 
and necessary part of a complete 
and I might say a perfect scheme.

A VALUABLE INVENTION. : 


A Method Devised to Kun Steamboats with 
Gas Generated from Crude Petroleum. 
JamMEstownN, N. V., April 28.—(Special.}— 
The first steamboat ever run by crude petro- 
leum is thie Chautauqua Lake steamer Vincent, 
which made the trip of twenty-eight miles 
from this city to Mayville yesterday, using 
but one and one-half barrels of crude oil. 
For some time past. Frank Lilly, a machinist 
of this city, has been making experiments 
with a view to running large steamers on 
Chautauqua Lake and other bodies of water 
by gas generated from crude oil. Ordinarily 
the steamer Vincent consumes two tons of 
at a cost of $7, in making the 
trip. The cost of the fuel yesterday 
was less than 81. The largest steamer on 
Chautauqua Lake can be run with four bar- 
rels of petroieum fora trip round the lake.

Edgar W. Nye, otherwise known as Bill 

Nye, passed through Chicago last week on 

his way to New York. He has entered into 

an engagement with the New York World, 
and will in the future write exclusively for 
that paper. To a reporter for Tue Trisune 


he said: 

“Yes, I am about to enter journalism again 
regularly. Since the Laramie Boomerang, in 
the first flush of youth, departed this world 
Ithave been somewhat of a strolling 1 
i have twanged my re (please spell that 
correctiy) here an ere and everywhere, 
but now again one paper exclusively will be 
subjected to my attacks. Well, well, the 
World is a strong, healthy paper, and I have 
hopes that they won’t affect itas they did the 
Boomerang. The World, I understand, already 
has a weekly issue, so that there will be no 
such complications as arose on, the Boomerang.“ 

The reporter gienced up inquiringly, and 
Mr. Nye hastened to explain. : 

“ O, of course, you don’t now about that,” 
he said. Well. when we started our daily 
we had no thought of getting up a weekly; 
but one day an old fellow strolied in and said 
he wanted to subscribe for the weekly. I 
told him we didn’t have any in stock, and 
asked if the daily wouldn't do, but no—he 
had to have the weekly. 

„Weill, I said, ‘if you must have the 
weekly of course we will get one up for you. 
Subscription $3, please.’ : 

“He paid his $3, and then I explained that 
it would take us about two weeks to get it 
out, but that it would come. He see sat- 
isfied, and I went to the foreman of the com- 
posing worm and appointed him editor of the 
weekly. It was a success. We only issued 
100 at first, but it soon ran up into the thou- 
sands. Indeed, it was so successful that we 
began to look around to see what made it so 
much better than the daily.” 

“ And did you find out?’ 

“QO, Fes. There wasn’t so much of it.“ 

„And about your engagement on the World, 
Mr. Nye? Will you make New York your 


home?’

Falsity of His Statement that There Was. 


More Gambling Here in 1873 than 
There Is Today—How Elmer Wash- 
burn Broke Up the Businesss of the 
Knights of the Green Cloth—License 
Under the Harrison Regime. 

Among the many statements in Mr. Har- 
rison’s recent valedictory that illustrated the 
late Mayor’s characteristic disregard of facts. 
there was one which should not be permitted 


to pass uncontradicted, and that was his ref- 


erence to gambling in this city in 1878, when 
Elmer Washburn was Superintendent of Po- 
lice. Generally speaking, itis hardly worth 
while to reply to these reckless babblings. 
They were but the last dying wail of a vain- 
lorious, soured, irritable, disappointed old 
man, who, embittered by an ignominious fall 
from power, eagerly grasped this last chance 
to bray his own horn and make some reckless 
kicks and flings at those who helped in his 
overthrow. 

Half froth, half venom, spits himself abroad. 

In the particular matter referred to, how- 
ever, it is but justice to Mr. Washburn and 
others that the exceeding falsity of Mr. Har- 
rison’s allegations should be exposed. Mr. 
Harrison said: . 


It has become a fixed habit of a sensational 

d partisan press to dilate upon the gambling 
in eago—upon the low dives and dens of 
crime—and to ascribe all of these things to the 
Administration. : 


What are the facts? In 1873 there were in the 
city about forty oe gambling helis, and 
about thirty bunko places. 


In 1878 there were twenty odd regular r 
helis, anda part of police force levied fix 
blackmail upen them for the regular payment of 
which immunity was granted. 


Today there are fewer gambling houses in Chi- 
cago than existed eight years ago. There is not 


a Single bunko establishment and not a confi- 


dence trick has been taken in several years. 

Mr. Harrison uses four pages of his printed

y ter Mr. Washburn’s ap- 
intment in 1872 as Superintendent of Po- 
ice his attention was toward the 
suppression of gambling, which, under his 
nominal r, Kennedy, had grown to 
be @ public disgrace, though even then 
it was but a trie as compared with 
what it been during the latter 
years of Administration. 
The police force was then (in 1872) under the 
control of three Police Commissioners, and 
a majority of these Commissioners were 
more desirous of upholding the old abuses 
than of helping the Mayor and new Superin- 
tendent of Police in the work of reform. But 
Mr. Washburn went most energeticaliy to 
work to carry out the instructions of the 
Mayor, and in less than a month the gam- 
bling business was practically paralyzed in 
Chicago and the dozen odd small houses 
were shut up. Acting under the authority 
of the city ordinances—the same ordinances 
that Harrison acted under when he took a 
spasmodic notion to pull some houses when 
a boss gambler vexed him—Washburno at- 
tacked every bling-house im the city. 
He arrested dealers and players, seized 
the costly furniture and outfits and made a 
bonfire of them, and pressed the cases to 
conviction. Immediately the gamblers were 
re they would start again, and within 
a short time—a few hours, perhaps—W asb- 
burn’s blacksmiths would be smashing in the 
doors of the gambling ho with their 
sledges and arresting every player in sight. 
Day and night every professional gambler in 
the city was watched and h „ and no 


matter to what hole or corner they flitted | 


Washburn was sure to follow and rout them 
out. It is still one ef the chief delights of 
the old police who were helping Washburn 
then to tell how he would arrest the gamblers 
and bunko-steerers and take them away to 
outlying stations, or from one station to an- 
other, so as to give them all the trouble pos 
sible, especially by keeping them out of the 
way of their friendly bondsmen until, at 
least, their property was destroyed. The 
Evening Post of. Jan. 2, 1873, in a review of 
Washburn’s work, says: 

The gambiers, when they found the Superin- 
tendent actuaily at work to carry out the orders 
of the Mayor, which were to burst the doors of 
every hell in the city and doom the contents to 
fire, be thé consequences what * might, em- 
rere their accustomed tactics hey offered 

im 83,000 per month tm cash to let up on them, or 
€25,000 in a lump sum per annum. Superin- 
tendent's answer was a still more vigorous on- 
slaught on their dens. Then it was found they 
were dealing with a different sort of metal than 
they had. ever before encoutered in the office of 
the Chief, and they found that war was their 
only resource, ; 

This war took the form of an attempt by 
the Police Commissioners to oust Washburn 
from his position. Washburn, however, kept 
up the war until the end of his term, so that 
in 1873 there was practically no gambling in 
the city. Clerks. or others who wanted to 
gaimble could not find a place to do it, and 
even if they could they knew not the moment 
that Washburn would swoop down on them. 
The war was constant and covered every 
known gambling-place in the city. Gamblers 
might possibly play among themselves in 
secret nooks, such as the upper back bed- 
rooms of hotels, but they could not entice 
outsiders to play nor run for a period of 
any considerabie length in one place with- 
out being discovered and arrested. In fact, 
it was a persecution of this vice, and a suc- 
cessful pérsecution. So much for Mr. Har- 
rison’s allegation regarding gambling in 1873. 
As to bunko and confidence games it was im- 
possible to wholly suppress these—first, be- 
cause the bu and confidence games that 
‘would fail‘ to catch the softest sucker at 
present were then unknown to country 
ple and innoceats generally, and were iu the 


zenith of their success; and, second, because 


the bigger part of the police force, appointed 
by the Police Commissioners, was monstrous- 
ly and notoriously corrupt, and the Mayor 
and Supérintendent were powerless to expel 
them from the force. Bunko has disappeared 
here not by reason of police vigilance, but 
because, like the pocketbook-dropping trick, 
aud the ring-dropping trick, it has iost its 
power to attract. It has become known even 
in the remotest recesses of the West, and is 
useless to catch suckers with,

A COWARDLY ASSASINATION. 


Dr. Northup, an Ohio Physician, Shot to 
Death for His Opinions. | 
PortsmouTs, O., April 8.— [Special. At 
Haverhill, a small town in the eastern part of 
Scioto County, on the Ohio River, Dr. W. T. 
Northup, a prominent physician, and Vice- 
President of the Scioto County Medical 
Society, was brutally murdered yesterday 
afternoon by Thomas McCoy, asaloonkeeper, 
and his brother Alfred, the Postmaster of 
Haverhill, aided by Pierson and James Mc- 
coy, sons of Alfred, and aged 20 and 15. The 
McCoys are whisky Democrats, and Dr. Nor- 
thup was a probibition Republican, The 
McCoys had always run the township 
elections to suit themselves till Northup’s 
arrival, five years ago. He at once changed 
things and was working hard to introduce 
local option. This usurpation of what the 
McCoys considered their political rignts ex- 
cited their ire, and it was further excited by 
trouble over a boundary line. Northup had 
McCoy arrested several times for selling 
liquor. The friends of the murderers claim 
that the arrests were actuated by malice. 
Yesterday afternoon the four McCoys, learn- 
ing that Dr. Northup had neglected th 
caution to arm himself—a measure which the 


doctor had adopted some time ago in defer- 
ence to his friends’ wishes who knew Wen

as Dr. Northup reached a point on the 
street opposit the

reaching his office, the others meanwhile 
opening fire with shotguns upon the doctor 
from the house of Thomas McCoy. The doc- 
tor attempted to retreat to his office, but was 
intercepted by Alfred. Drawing his pocket- 
knife the doctor stabbed the Postmaster in

McCoy, fearing their victim wou pe, 
although he had been fired at eight times, 
three loads taking effect, ran from the house 
to the doctor, and placing his gun almost 
against his breast red both barrels, the 
loads passing entirely through the man’s 
body, tearing out his heart. W. A. Vander- 
vest, of rannann’s Detective Agency 
of Cincinnati, who happened to be 
in the village visiting, was. a 
witness of the tragedy but too far off to 
vent it. He succeeded in arresting red 
McCoy, who was lying on the ground. oleed- 
ing from Northup’s knife-thrust, and put him 
in jail, and at once started in pursuit of the 
three others. He captured them late last 
night at a point several mules down the river. 
They are now safe in jail. Dr. Northup was 
a large practice and 
many personal friends. He was engaged to 
be marritd to Miss Ella daughter of 
Joshua Oaks, a wealthy farmer, at the time 
of his sudden death. Alfred McCoy is badly 
wounded. He is a man 7 years of age. 
His brother Thomas is 35. Alfred was re- 
cently appointed Postmaster of Haverhill. 
There is intense excitement in the Village of 
Haverhill over the bloody affair. The place 
is thronged with farmers from the surfround- 
ing country and the public school has been 
dismissed.

This does not differ materially from the 
original section. Some merit is claimed for 
it because the “ price or rate” shall be such 
as can be agreed on by the Commissioners 
and the proper authorities.“ This is not 
even sugar-coating the pill. The other 
amendments add to the expense of the 
scheme and load down the bill, which ought 
to be dropped without further parley. To 
persevere with it will only lead to litigation 
and the saddling of unnecessary expenses 
on the county. 

In the first place it is of doubtful constitu- 
‘tionality. The section of the Constitution 


on which it is based merely provides that 


“The General Assembly may vest the cor- 
porate authorities of cities, towns, and vil- 
lages with power to make local improve- 
ments by special assessment or special tax- 
ation of contiguous property. For all other 
corporate purposes all municipal corpora- 
tions may be vested with authority to assess 
and collect taxes; but such taxes shall be 
uniform in reapect to persons and property 
within the jurisdiction of the body imposing 


them. 


It may well de doubted whether there is 
any authority in this article to create Mr. 


Hurd's metropolitan town for taxing pur- 


poses, or whether water supply and drainage 

can be defined as corporate purposes. There 

would be considerable litigation to determine 
that question should the Hurd bill become 
law by a vote of the people. 

Then, again, where would the money for the 

proposed improvements come from? Mr. 

Hurd says he would issue bonds. The total 

assessment of the proposed drainage district 

is now $180,000,000. . Only $9,000,000 worth of 
bonds could be issued on this basis under the 
constitutional limitation. Now in taking 
over the water works of the various towns 
the Metropolitan Commission would have to 
assume the bonded indeptednéss for the 
same. This amounts to more than $5,000,000. 
Only $4,000,000 would be left to- commence 
work. It is probable that this would bespent 
in paying the specially assessed dainages, be- 
fore the work was begun, provided for by one 
of the Hurd amendments. Nothing would be 
left but the $1,600,000 of the Chicago water 
rent funds, which Mr. Hurd proposes to turn 
over to the commission. All else would have 
to be raised by special assessment, if at all. 

Mr. Crafts and Senator Crawford—neither 

| of them representing the City of Chicago 

‘who helped Mr. Hurd to amend his bill, are 

opposed to special assessment, yet they 
are aiding a scheme which proposes spe- 
cial assessments to the extent of $30,000,000. 

Seldom has greater stupidity been displayed 
in the conduct of any measure than concern- 
ing this Hurd bill. Deception has also been 
resorted to. The chief promoters of the bill 
—who, by the way, are not residents of Chi- 
cago, one of them being from Evanston, the 
other from Hyde Park—have tried to create 
the impression at Springfield and elsewhere 
that their scheme had been approved by the 
Citizens’ Association and by the Mayor. It 
will be seen from the statement made by the 
Mayor, and printed in our local columns, that 
as far as he is concerned the pretense is 
wholly false. It has already been shown 
that the Citizens’ Association did not indorse 
it. A few country members did, but they 
were not authorized to speax for the whole 
organization any more than Mr. Hurd of 
Evanston was authorized to speak at Spring- 
field for the City of Chicago.

The long talked of wheat corner seems 


to have come to an end before it 
had time to materialize. The event has 
vindicated. the commercial aphorism that 
“it is only the unexpected that hap- 
pens.” Everybody in the trade prepared 
for a grand rush at the opening of next 
menth, and the crowd now finds that the said 
rush is over without having been recognized 
assuch. The houses which have been sup- 
posed} to represent certain .cliques that in- 
tended to carry through next month all the 
wheat in store here appear to have sold out 
quietly and left the burden to be borne on 
the shoulders of the crowd. In other words, 
it may be said that the real acting is done by 
the audience while the people behind the 
footlights are enjoying the show. 

It is probable, however, that the change of 
policy was a forced one. It is alleged that 
the clique houses made strenuous efforts to 
obtain the use of money with which to carry 
the wheat through next month in store- 
houses in this city, but were unable to do so. 


es, | The parties controlling the desired capital 


were unwilling tacitly to aid in keeping so 
much grain locked up for sevéral weeks, just at 
the time when it would normally be subjected 
to heavy drafts for consumption at the Hast 
and in Europe. Possibly if money had been 
a drug about these days there would have 
been little trouble in securing the use of as 
much as the clique desired, for capitalists are 
onlf men, and some of them are sinful ones. 
But at present the temptation to lend 
cash for such a purpose is reduced to a mini- 
mum, and it became necessary to make other 
arrangements. These included the changing 
over of the wheat from May into future 
months, and the result was not only an entire 
disappearance of the premium on May, which 
had existed for seven weeks, but a return to 


the condition of a difference the other way, 


which many traders regard as normal. Ap- 
parently the houses referred to have bought 
for June enough to raise presently a question 
similar to that which has recently confronted 
the trade. The short selling has been simply 
enormous in volume, and if the buying is well 
concentrated the present sellers may find 
themselves again in a tight place. 

Indeed, rumors are not wanting to the ef- 
fect that the deai for next month is by no 
means over yet. Itis insisted by some of the 
knowing ones that the drop in prices was 
only a movement intended to shake out the 
class known as “tailers,” and prevent the 


delivery of the large quantities of wheat that 


are held at points in the Northwest. These 
theorists will have it that the excitement of a 


few days ago is only a small circumstance 


compared with that which is on the program 
foramonth hence. One thing is certain. 
The corner, or the talk about one, has 
wakened up the wheat market from a long- 
persisted-in state of lethargy in which the 


short sellers had all the advantage, and the 


producer was threatened with starvation. It 
may be regarded as probable that the short 
seliers will.be less confident in the future, 
and that there is a chance fora reaiizing of 
better prices by the farmer than he had 
dared to hope for a few weeks ago. 


THE RAILROAD REBELLION AGAINST THE 
GOVERNMENT. 

Two glaring instances of the hardships re- 
cently imposed on railroad shippers, arising 
not from the operation of the new law, but 
from its perversion and abuse, deserve some 
notice. The Inter-State act says, in Sec. 22: 
Nothing in this act shall apply to the issu- 
“ance of mileage, excursion, or commutation 
„passenger tickets.“ Construed in connec- 
tion with other portions of the act this can 
only mean that the railroads are expressly 
authorised. to transport regular travelers at 
specially reduced rates. The language can- 
not be torturéd in such a manner as to require, 
justify, or excuse an increase of charges on 
the class of tickets described. Yet in the 
face of this plain provision the rail- 


| roads put up the prices of drummers’ 


1,000-mile tickets from $20 to $25, falsely and 
absurdly claiming that the new law com- 


pelled an advance. Judge Cooley, when a 


railroad manager, protested against the ad- 


vance as unauthorized and improper. The. 


Inter-State Commission, in warning the rail- 


roads against straining the law in favor of 


the corporate treasury,” spoke particularly 
of imposing “additional burdens” and 


| petty exactions.’’ on classes of travelers.” 
Asking the roads to restore the charge, 


which was formerly considered just and rea- 
sonable, certain Chicago merchants have of- 
fered to give a bond to recompense the carri- 
ers for every fine or penalty they may suffer 
from giving drummers the $20 rate. The 
railroads and the merchants both well know 
that no fines would ever be inflicted, but, de- 
spite all the warnings, pledges, and induce- 
ments offered, the carriers persist in strain- 


ing the law and maintaining the excessive | 


charge. 

In dealing with the Government itself the 
railroads are torturing the law beyond 
reason. The new law says: “Nothing in 
this act shall apply to the carriage, storage, 
„or handling of property free or at reduced 
e rates for the United States, State, or Mu- 
“ nicipal Governments.” ‘This is plain, and 
yet the railroads have advanced rates on the 
transportation of Indian supplies from 100 to 
300 per cent above the charges they formerly.

THE CURSE OF MONEY GLUTTONY. 

A writer in the current number of the 
Century exposes very clearly the glaring in- 
justice of Socialism in one of its fundamental 
propositions—namely: the ownership of all 
means of production by the so-called State 
and the paymentof all workmen according 
to the rule, “from each according to his 
ability, to each according to his needs,“ by 
which rule a man of superior ability or 
creative genius would receive no more than 
the most inefficient or lazy and not so much 
if the iatter had the larger family. The 
flagrant injustice of paying a man according 
to his needs, while he is required to work ac- 
cording to his ability, is very clearly demon- 
strated by this writer, but there is another 
feature of the subject which he does not 
touch, and which is still more important from 
the standpoint of justice. 

The greatest weakness and at-the same 
time the worst injustice of the existing com- 
petition system is not only its toleration but 
its protection of the schemes of monopolists 
and large speculators to overreach others 
and absorb their wealth by such immoral 
means as gambling in values, cornering, 
stock watering, overcharging, pooling, dis- 
criminating, cheating, swindling, fore- 
stalling, and by huge combines to roh the pub- 
lie; in short, the Walls tem of ab- 
sorbing the honest wealth of the many for 
the benefit of afew greedy money gluttons. 
At present the publicis unprotected by law 
against these sharks. It has no resort when 
it finds. itself plucked and swindled, and to 
this extent the law is deficient. It should 


‘not permit men to hold and retain property 


thus dishonestly obtained. Some way should 
be devised to dispossess them and confiscate 
their ill-gotten gains to the State. The law. 
should go even further than this, and project 
posterity by fixing a limit to the amount that 
any man may bequeath or transmit to heirs, 
and all over that limit should revert to the 
State. 7

The patent 
monopoly system which protects such extor- 
tions as the Bell Telephone should be re- 
formed by the simple method of paying every 
inventor a moderate royalty and leaving the 
invention free to the use and manufacture of 
all who pay the royalty. On such lines as 
these society could protect itself against the 
greed and gluttony of monopoly without 
surrendering personal liberty or the right to 
own a home and possess property in ample 
sufficiency forall useful and healthy purposes. 


HOW HUNTINGTON “EDUCATES” con-

The members of the Pacific Railroad In- 
vestigating Commission had hardly begun 
the use of the spade before they made a 
* find”? which indicates the results that may 
be expécted as the excavation gées on. Mr. 
Huntington, when called on to explain why 
it was that the Washington attorney of the 
Pacific roads was intrusted with large sums 
that were spent without any accounting, 
said the money was used as a sort of edu- 
cational” fund and contributed to the en- 
lightenment of Congressmen and public of- 
ficials. It was necessary in Washington to 
“explain” a great many things, aad this 
called for money. Said Mr. Huntington: 


You want to get Richgrd Roe, who represents 
a certain district, to something. ell, 2 
cannot speak to him. Lou send into his distric 
and get John Doe to tell Richard Roe that — 
you want is just the very thing for that district. 


Why shouldn't the company have a voucher 
from John Doe and be able to give same idea 
of what he said to Richard Roe? Account- 
ing for $60,000 spent at one time without the 
filing of vouchers, Mr. Huntington could only 
say that it was employed in “educatung” 
Congressmen according to the peculiar fash- 
ion of the Pacific roads. He was quite sure 
it was not used for bribery, but thought it 
went for champagne dinners and cigars and 
in paying for missionary services. Mr. Hunt- 
ington’s explanation is very interesting as 
far as it goes, but greater fullness of detail is 
desired. The investigating commission wiil 
find as it proceeds that it has only touched 
the outer shell of this matter. The $60,000 
spent for “educational” purposes in 1873 is 
a mere trifle. The commission must go fur- 
ther back and start the investigation at a 
time previous to the beginning of actual work 
on the Pacific roads. The books of the 
Union Pacific show that in the course 
of two or three months in 1864 
Thomas C. Durant, Vice-President and 
General Manager of the corporation, spent in 
Washington $465,253.21 and charged it to 
“coastruction account,” but never filed a 
voucher. Durant refused to tell even the di- 
rectors of the Union Pacific what he had done 
with the money, but exposed his accounts”’ 
to two of their number—Ames and Cisco— 
who assured the others that the funds were 
venefivially expended and should be charged 
to the “construction account.” Durant’s 
singular expenditures were made at the ses- 
sion when Congress perpetrated the great 
wrong of subordinating the Government 
bonds to the first mortgage bonds of the com- 


pany. If the commission will begin in 1864 


and clear up the circumstances surrounding 
Mr. Durant’s efforts to educate’ Congress- 
men at that time it can follow the thread of 
Union Pacific history in later years with 
great advantage. Mr. Huntington’s disclos- 
ures are very interesting. but they should not 
obscure what goes before. The people nat- 
urally feel a great interest in the educational 
influences brought to bear on their represent- 
atives at Washington, ahd they desire the 
peculiar methods of the Union Pacific laid 
bare from their inception down to and in- 
cluding the present time. 


In a recent letter e. son speaks 
with just indignation of the attempt to wreck 
the new Inter-State law through “the con- 


centrated efforts of the railroad companies,» 


their officers, attorneys, and agents and of 
the newspapers they own and hire,“ but he 
fails to do justice to the Inter-State Commis- 
sion or to appreciate the situation in which 
that body is necessarily placed at the begin- 
ning of its work. Reagan was opposed to 
the creation of the commission, and he now 
thinks the remedy for the railroad rebellion 
will be found in legislating the commission 
out of existence and leaving the enforcement 
of the law solely to the courts. The chief 
cause of complaint at present is not the 
course of commission in temporarily sus- 
pending tiie short-haul rule, pending investi- 
gation, but the action of the railroads in 


forcing every kind and class of rates up to 


exorbitant figures wherever possible. Nei- 
ther the courts nor the commission can deal 
with these abuses until cases involving them 
are made up and submitted. To overcome 
the rebellious outbreak of the corporations 
both the courts and the commission will be 
needed, one fortifying and strengthening the 
other. ‘The commission may seem at present 
to be moving with overcaution and unneces- 
sary délay, but if it proceeds within a rea- 
sonable time to enforce the views which it 
has announced so explicitly for the admoni- 
tion of railroad officials, there can be no just 
complaint.

Lovisvinix, Ky., April %—Turner and 
Patterson, the negro assailants of Jennie 
‘Bowman, were brought back from Frank- 
fort yesterday and inearcerfated in the 
all here. Tonight there is 4 large 
crowd. on the square where the jail is lo- 
cated, and it is asserted on all — the 
men will be taken out and hanged. The 
police have found it necessary to arrest 
about 100 people, mostly boys. The condi- 
tion of Jennie Bowman, the unfortunate

and she became wildly delirious. She seemed 


to be struggling again with her brutal assail- 
ants, ana begged them not to kill her.

Shortly after 1 o’clock a mob of about 500 
men and boys armed with a section of a 
telégraph pole marched down Jefferson 
street in a body to, charge the jail. 
The police heard of their coming, and 
thirty strong in double column met the 
mob at Fifth and Jefferson streets. The 


police ordered them to disperse, and both 


sides stood and looked at each other for about 
& minute, when the police charged into the 
crowd. The mob was without leaders, and 
scattered in all directions. 

At2:45 the mob organized at Fourth and 
Main streets, and after several speevhes 
marched toward the jail. The crowd num- 


bertd about 500, and were armed with siedge- 


hammers. They appeared determined, and 
this time they seemed to have leaders. 

At 3 a. m. the mob moved on the jail again. 
They reached the guard line, where a scrim- 
thage took place, and several shots were 
fired, but no one was hurt. The mob then 
started toward the armory, three squares dis-

A CASE OF SHOCKING BRUTALITY. 


; Inhuman Treatment of a Wife and Children 


‘by a Stock-Yards Hand.

Carlyle came home frequently after 
‘always drunk. but made no efforts 
to relieve the wants of his injured “wife and hér 
children, or even to procure her medical at- 
tendance. Yesterday the woman's brother, Mike 
Davis, who conducts some. kind of business on 
May street, visited the family and was horrified 
to find his sister and her children in such a con- 
dition. He called Dt. F. P. Crane, who found 
that she had half a dozen ribs broken and was 
injured so badly that recovery is impossible. 
The City Physician was called and had her re- 
moved to the County Hospital. The little chil- 
dren were left with Mrs. McKeo, Who will take 
care of them until other provision is made.
